by the Crispins In fact, Mr. Sampson 
declares that hia work never averaged aa 
good in quality under the old dispenia 
tion. as now. As to rapidity, of course 
the Orientals are inferior as yet to their 
predecessors, 
Ifc has been thought beat to 


allow them to take their own time, merel1 
requiring that the work shall be well an< 
thoroughly done, attd allow them to gain 
speed hereafter.- But if the Chinamen' be 
not as rapid as the Crispins, the make uj 
in persistent, unremitting industry, whic) 
in loug run will enable them to make a 
fair showing, nt least, as to quantity o 
work turned out. To-day the last detach 
ment of fifteen, who have hitherto been in 
bliasful ignorance of the art. were brought 
into the shops, and, under tutelage of then 
brethren who have already acquired it, an 
plunging into fo mysteries. 


"The Cktne.se are a most observant ant 


imitative people. Their little oblique 
almond eyes take m a great deal of what 
I* going 011 aroun'3 them, and on occasion 
they prove that their memories are aliki, 
quick and retentive and their facility o 
execution good. With their iittor igno 
ranee both of the oraft und of 'our lau 
guage, it i-t ,i matter ot *uvpn^ ho 
speedily and Ihor .imlily they have im 
tered the tetliiiif.il-tii-t of the business 
and what they aiv Oi'mn once they rare' 
ly forget or lu-od tu be nhuwn .1 hduond 
time. Hence their progrcM in acquiring 
the trade has been js rapid «* that of aver 
age Engliah-spc.ilviiv apprentices, and lias 
fur exceeded thu cxpeotatiwas of 
Mr 


Sumpbon, or hw ti-.perJntendent, Mr 
Gbtwe. 


"It is a novel and pleasing night that 


the bottoming rot in of Mr. SaiupsonV 
iactory presents. All ..round the spaeioutt 
apartment, whicli i» on the second Duor 
and lighted on throe sides, are 'teams'o 
the yellow-skinned apprentices, industri- 
ously pegging away, each at his own par- 
hculur branch, and. passing the work 
along to its next stage. Ettch 'team' con* 
*ists of three men, each of whom per- 
forms a certain purt of the bottoming, and 
together completing the shoes ready for 
the finishers. In the centre stand two 
pegging machines, which are already man- 
aged with great skill by a couple of the 
Celestials. The foreman and interpreter, 
Ah Sing, or as he culls himself. Charley 
Sing, is a tall, good looking young fellow, 
who speaks, reads and writes English with 
considerable facility. He is very quiet 
and unassuming in his manners, but has 
excellent government over hia Oriental 
irethren, and is the iirincipal medium of 
communication between them and the 
white inn true tors and foreman.

FIIE income tax as it now stands must 


prove entirely satisfactory to the great 
majority of those who "were so strenuona 
in their efforts to prevent its re-enact- 
ment by Congress. As agreed upon by 
both Houses, the tux. is now two and a 
half t per" cent, on the excess of incomes 
over $2,000, plus the actual house rent 
paid during the year. This amendment 
to the former law will exempt all small 
salaries from taxation.
